Man's inhumanity to man is worked 
overtime every day without any par- 
ticular notice, but when the victim 
chances to be a belplev child the 
community in which tbe particular 
act Is committed rises up in protest. 
That is what probably oared the mind 
of poor little Ida May Clinger, a sweet 
faced child who was placed In the 
children's home at Canal Dover by 
Iniirmary Directors Adams and Nor- 
man. 


The child was found in Lin too town- 
ship. Her father bad died and her 
mother became the wife of a young 
farmer. 
It seems 
the man was 
not particularly fond of the little 
one. and in time stories began to reach 
tbe ears of neighbors that caused in- 
dignation in the community. They 
said Ida was not receiving the treat- 
ment she should have, and the case 
was reported to the authorities. 
Superintendent Lennon, of the infirm- 
ary, went to tbe man's house ac 
companied by Director Hoagland 
where they found a condition that 
startled them. 


The child was brought from a little 
room, dark and bare. An old blanket 
or quilt bad been her only covering, 
and there-was no furniture. She was 
so weak from a confinement that.it was 
stated, had 
extended over three 
months that she could hardly stand 
alone. They carried her tenderly to 
the buggy md drove with all possible 
speed to the infirmary. 
There she 
was washed and dressed and given 
every care, bnt the child received a 
shock from which it was feared she 
would not recover.' She'did not speak 
for days, and even now talks very lit- 
tle. It was decided to keep her for a 
week and then place her in the home. 
The child looked bright and tender- 
ly clung to Mrs. Lennon at the sta- 
tion when the directors took her 
away. 
She was neatly dressed and 
seemed to have forgotten her trou- 
bles, bnt talked very little.

Legislation For Guam. 


"Washington, Aug. 23.—The navy 


department will recommend that con- 
gress enact some legislation which 
will clear up the anomalous situation 
which at present exists on the Island 
of Guam. The administration of jus- 
tice Is one of the things which calls 
most greatly for action. It is possible 
that a way out of the difficulty may 
be found by extending over the Island 
the provisions of the act which ex- 
teuds the federal statues over the 
Guano Islands and gives the United 
States court, into whose jurisdiction 
an offender from those islands is first 
brought, jurisdiction over his case. 
This statute was tested In the su- 
preme court and was held to be con- 
stitutional. 


Manilla. Aug. S3. — An enthusiast!* 


popular demonstration wa* accorded 
to Civil Governor Taft. who arrived 
here at daylight this morning on the 
United Slate* gunboat General Al- 
ava. The day had be*n made a holi- 
day and the city was decorated. Eight 
Urge arches bad been erected on tne 
streeta. 
Twenty thousand 
native* 


from adjoining provinces participated 
In the demonstrations in honor of the 
governor'* arrival. There was a pa- 
rade of vessels In the bay. aad 30 dec- 
orated craft, carrying members of the 
civil eommlaaloo. military officer* and 
tbe reception committee, met the Gen- 
eral Alava down the bay and escorted 
Governor Taft to the entrance of tne 
Pa&lg river. The governor wa* escort- 
ed by a large procession to tne palace 
In the walled city, where a public re- 
ception wa* held. 


Responding to an address of wel- 


come. Governor Taft outlined the 
progress and result of his negotiations 
at Rome In the matter of the Philip- 
pine friars, and said that ail church 
Questions were progressing toward a 
satisfactory settlement The gover- 
nor said the action taken by congress 
concerning 
the 
Philippine 
islands 


showed that the American people 
honestly desired to help the Filipinos.! 
The Americans were determined the; 
Islands should not be exploited by 
Americans at tbe expense of the Fili- 
pinos. Governor Taft predicted that 
eventually the archipelago would have 
practically free trade, and he congrat- 
ulated the Filipino people upon the 
restoration of peace. He advised the 
Filipinos to till the soil and restore 
their country rather than waste time 
In useless political agitation. He 
promised personally to labor for the 
natives and asked for their confidence 
and support. 


Ctiaffee on Mindanao. 


Manilla, Aug. 23.—General 
Chaffee 


returned to Manilla from his tour of 
the southern Islands. He has not 
taken decisive action against the 
Moroa on the island of Mindanao* He 
regards the situation there as uncer- 
tain, but not critical- General Chaf-. 
fee still hopes that moral suasion may. 
avert a conflict between Moros and 
Americans, and he has directed Cap- 
tain John J. Pershlng of the Fifteenth 
infantry, "commander of the American 
column at Lake Lanao. Mindanao, to 
open communication with the sultan 
of Bacolod and ascertain the reason 
for the repeated attacks by Moros 
upon the American soldiers -when the 
latter were not on the offensive. He 
win await a reply from the sultan be- 
fore taking further steps In the mat 
ter. At Igban. General Chaffee con 
ferred with a number of the Moro 
chiefs. Including some from the Lake 
Lanao district. The conference was 
quite friendly, and the leading chief 
agreed to visit Captain Persblng.

have not been shipped from Paris. It 
was originally arranged that the 
bodies should be withdrawn from the 
Church of the Madeleine at 5 o'clock 
Friday afternoon, but the removal ot 
the bodies was countermanded and It 
is believed their removal has been 
postponed until an Indefinite date. In 
the meanwhile lawyers representing 
the families of Mr. and Mrs. Fair have 
been closeted at the American con- 
sulate here. It is reported that the 
lawyers representing one party desire 
that a post-mortem examination be 
held before the bodies'leave France. 


Big Four Wage Scale. 


Indianapolis. Aug. 23.—The sched- 


ule of wages on tne Eig Four agreed 
on by the officers and tbe men will 
become operative Sept 1. and win In- 
crease tbe payrolls of the company 
about $100.000 a year. Tbe pay of 
trough freight conductors has been 
2.9 cents a mile, and the Increase 
lives them 3 cents a mile straight. 
The cuglnemen get an Increase of pay 
on the large freight and passenger 
engines. On local freights tbe men 
are paid on a daily basis. Tbe men 
on the short or mixed passenger and 
Ireicrbt runs were also given increase.

Some of the 
lots which cost |20 are now marked 
fl.OOO to 91,600. There is plenty of 
good water and an abundance of food. 
The barren plain is converted into a 
tented village of 3.000 inhabitants. A 
few hours after the lots were drawn 
a newspaper was printed in the vil- 
lage and circulated.

for quick delivery show that stocks 
are low. Export trade in brown cot- 
ton is insignificant, but more Inquiries 
are reported. New lines of light- 
weight woolens and worsteds for 
spring wear are now fully opened, and 
buyers are placing much business. 
Quotations are steadily maintained, 
with the market In healthy condition. 
There Is some evidence that supple- 
mentary orders will command higher 
prices, especially if raw wool makes 
any further advance.
